, their  leadership  may  not  always  be  appreciated, 
but  who  better  than  a warm-hearted  pastor 
can  Induce  his  people  to  come  up  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  at  a time  like  this?  So  I beg  to 
call  upon  our  noble  band  of  Mississippi  pastors 
to  earnestly  and  speedily  throw  their  hearts 
into  the  matter,  and  see  to  it  that,  before  the 
last  day  of  April,  the  whole  amount  of  $42,000 
and  more  is  raised  to  meet  the  pressing  needs 
of  our  work  In  foreign  lands.

TRAINING  AND  EFFICIENCY. 


Efficiency  is  the  key  word  of  this  age.  The 
supreme  test  being  put  to  everything  is,  of  what 
use  is  it.  Every  institution  must  serve  Its  day 
and  generation  If  it  would  live.  The  churches 
of  Jesus  Christ  have  a distinct  mission;  they 
are  the  organic  forces  making  for  the  coming 
of  the  kingdom  of  God.  What  are  they  doing? 
Christ  gave  to  them  one  mission,  "go  ye  into 
all  the  world  and  disciple  the  nations,  teach- 
ing them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
command  you.”

THE  EARLIEST  REVIVAL 


There  are  no  more  interesting  factsjon  record 
than  those  in  the  flrst  chapters  ojf  Genesis. 
Whether  we  regard  them  as  traditions!  that  have 
survived  the  corroding  floods  of  time,  or  the 
direct  revelation  from  God  to  MoseBl  of  things 
that  nobody  else  knew  or  could  ever  have  found 
out,  they  are  to  us  events  of  the  greatest  sig- 
nificance and  worthy  the  closest  con  lideratlon. 
If  they  are  the  survival  of  the  flttpst  or  the 
selection  of  the  Attest  they  are  of  the  very  great- 
est importance.  This  Is  true  of  tie  account 
of  creation,  and  of  the  entrance  of  sin  and  the 
scattering  of  the  races.  The  student  of  geology 
and  archeology  is  greatly  Interested  in  the  small- 
est fossil  hid  away  In  the  ancient  locks  that 
tells  its  story  of  the  life  and  conditions  of  the 
ancient  days.  It  is  like  the  striking  of  a 
match  in  a vast  area  of  darkness;  it  Chines  afar 
and  draws  eager  attention  and  reveals  a great 
deal.  It  tells  a wonderful  story.  All  the 
more  do  the  bits  of  inforn^atlon  that  are  pre- 
served in  the  scant  stories  of  man's  earliest  cen- 
turies on  the  earth,  kept  tor  us  in  the  preserving 
chapters  of  Genesis,  now  charm  and  instruct 
the  far  renowned1  descendants  of  earth's  aborigi- 
nes. If  the  Hrst  two  or  three  chapters  of  Gen- 
esis are  the  seed  bed  of  theology,  thpse  imme- 
diately following  are  the  seed  beds  of  history. 

Now  one  verse  in  the  fdurth  chanter  is  an 
epitomized  history  of  the  world’s  flijst  revival. 
The  story  is  told  in  one  sentence:  “Then  be- 
gan men  to  call  on  the  name  of  Jehovah.’’  There 
had  been  a terrible  falling  ajway  from  God.  The 
sin  of  Adam  had  grown_to ' murder  in  his  Arst 
born.  Cain  went  out  frdm  the  presence  of 
Jehovah.  There  seemed  to  have  followed  a 
period  of  great  material  prosperity;  People 
multiplied,  they  built  cities. j the  arts  developed. 
The  fourth  chapter  of  Genjesis  tells  the  story 
of  their  growth  and  industries.  But  they  had 
| turned  away  from  God.  It  was  the  day  of 
. cities  springing  up  over  night,  the  pipneer  days. 
Life  was  fast  and  wild.  Wickedness  ran  riot. 
Lamech  was  a polygamist  ajnd  boasted  of  mur- 
der, wrote  a song  In  praise  of  it. 

But  there  was  a godly  sped  left.  The  de- 
scendants of  Feth  seemed  t|n  be  faithful  to  Je- 
j-hovah  and  some  how  the  Are.  which  had  burned 
unseen  for  probably  generations,  at  last  broke 
out  and  men  began  to  call  on  fKe  name  of  Je- 
hovah. The  revival  spread  until  it  seemed  a 
world  revival,  for  the  expression  includes  more 
than  a family  or  a tribe.  It  left  jits  Impress 
not  only  on  that  generation.,  but  other  genera- 
tions recalled  It,  and  when  God  made  a record 
lor.g  centuries  afterward  of  the  principal  events 
of  that  early  age  and  put  down  only)  the  pivotal 
facts  for  all  the  ages  to  come,  He  p-rote  about 
this  time  of  great  awakening. 

But  the  fact  that  is  of  most  concern  to  us  is 
that  the  special  characteristic  of  this  earliest  re- 
vival was  prayer.-  If  the  histpry  of  revivals  were 
studied  It  would  be  found  that  these  spiritual  vol- 
canoes that  have  burst  into'  beacon  I flames  and 
brought  light  Into  the  world's  darkness  have 
been  preceded  and  accompanied  bjj  the  earth- 
quakes of  agonizing  prayer.  The  striving  in 
prayer  is  the  birth  pang  of  all  progress  In  the 
kingdom.  The  throes  of  supplication  will  shake 
not  the  earth  only  but  also  the  heavens.  If 
there  conld  be  in  our  day  tpe  repetition  of  this 
widespread  and  earnest  pleading  with  God,  there 
would  be  more  accomplished  In  a shorter  time 
than  can  be  done  with  all  the  enginery  and 
vjlume  of  humap  endea/or.  When  we  prevail 
with  God  it  will  not  be  hard  to  prevail  with 
men.

BAPTIST  WAYS  AND  MEANS 

> 

l.ast  week  we  got  as  far  as  the  association 
and  convention  in  telling  how  Baptists  do  their 
work.  It  is  called  co-operative  work  or  ot- 
ganized  work  because  it  requires  all  to  work  to- 
gether to  accomplish  the  purpose  in  hand  and 
no  great  task  can  be  accomplished  without  or- 
ganization, that  is  without  having  special  peo- 
ple assigned  to  special  departments  of  the  work. 
Plainly,  for  example,  a man  could  not  be  at  the 
same  time  a foreign  missionary  and  a home  mis- 
sionary. Nor  conld  a man  he  expected  to  act 
at  the  same  time,  us  a state  missionary  and  a 
college  president;  neither  could  one  do  his  best 
work  as  a Sunday  School  evangelist  and  a hos- 
pital superintendent.  Somebody  must  have 
one  part  of  the  work  and  another  a different 
part.  This  necessitates  organization. 

Organization  is  further  made  necessary  in  or- 
der that  these  different  departments  of  the  work 
tnay  not  ge?  into  one  another's  way.  Instead 
of  hindering  one  another  they  must  mutually 
strengthen  and  support  one  another.  This  is 
provided  for  in  the  meetings  of  the  conventions 
when  these  departments  of  the  work  make  the 
annual  reports  of  whal  they  have  done,  what 
they  need  and  what  they  propose  to  do.  Each 
one  gives  a yearly  account  of  Its  stewardship. 
They  are  then  instructed  what  they  are  to  un- 
dertake and  limits  are  put  upon  their  under- 
takings. Special  committees  are  appointed  by 
the  conventions  from  year  ta  year  whose  bus- 
iness it  shall  be  to  look  after  the  management 
of  these  different  departments  of  the  work  and 
see  that  the  instructions  of  the  convention  are 
observed.  Those  committees  are  commonly 
called  boards. 

In  our  State  work  in  Missisippi  there  are  four 
distinct  kinds  of  work  undertaken,  (1)  mission- 
ary, (2)  educational,  (3)  for  the  care  of  or- 
phans, and  (4)  for  the  care  of  the  sick.  These 
nearly  all  branch  ojit  into  different  depart- 
ments. 

The  superintendence  of  the  mission  work  is 
entrusted  to  a board  of  twenty-seven  mert  living 
in  all  sections  of  the  State,  but  having  headquar- 
ters in  Jackson.  One-third  of  these  are  ap- 
pointed each  year  by  the  convention  to  serve 
three  years.  They  meet  once  a year,  receiv- 
ing no  salary,  only  their  traveling  expenses  ai> 
paid  by  the  convention.  At  this  meeting  they 
elect  for  one  year  their  ofAcers,  consisting  of 
a chairman,  a recording  secretary,  a treasurer, 
afid  a corresponding  secretary.  This  last  is 
the  executive  officer,  the  only  one  receiving  a 
salary  and  gives  his  whole  time  to  the  work. 
His  salary  is  $2,500  a year.  In  this  annual 
meeting  the  work  is  laid  out  for  twelve  months. 
Applications  for  help  from  all  over  the  State 
are  considered,  where  there  are  no,  churches  or 
where  the  churches  are  not  able  to  supply  the 
needs  of  their  own  community.  As  far  as  the 
means  will  go  these  applications  are  granted 
preference  oelng  given  to  the  most  destitute 
places.  In  order  to  look  after  matters  that 
cannot  be  finally  adjusted  In  the  meeting  of  the 
full  board  and  to  save  the  trouble  and  expense 
of  calling  them  together  again,  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  seven  is  appointed  living  in  and  near 
Jackson. 

The  corresponding  secretary  of  missions  is 
Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  who  is  charged  with  the 
duty  of  looking  after  not  only  State  missions 
but  all  other  missions,  embracing  home  and 
foreign  missions  and  in  a general  way  ill  the 
denominational  interests. 

In  the  educational  work,  there  is  a committee 
of  nine  appointed  annually  to  assist  the  various 
denominational  schools  to  carry  out  their  plans 
for  enlargement  without  friction.  Then  four 
separate  boards  of  trustees  have  charge  of  Mis- 
sissippi College,  Mississippi  Woman's  College. 
Clarke  Memorial  College  and  ministerial  edu- 
cation. Then  there  are  three  other  boards  of 
trustees  who  have  charge  separately  of  the 
Baptist  orphanage,  the  hospital  at  Memphis  and 
the  hoapital  at  Jackson. 
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Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital 


Bible,  but  a most  dangerous  enemy.  Right 
ably  does  he  defend  his  thesis.  His  clear  and 
masterly  argumentation  demonstrates,  once  for 
all,  that  no  one  can  be  a true  follower  of  Mrs. 
Eddy  without  renouncing  the  Bible,  as  the  In- 
spired Word  of  God.  and  Jeeus  Christ  as  Re- 
deemer and  Lord.  Not  "Science  and  Health" 
and  the  Bible,  but  "Science  and  Health"  or  thtf 
Bible. 

The  first  four  sermons  practically  cover  the 
whole  ground  of  the  argument.  In  these  Is 
shown  the  inevitable  opposition  between  the  Bi- 
ble and  the  various  books  of  the  new  cult  on 
such  subjects  aa  matter,  sin,  sickness,  death, 
man,  prayer,  God,  satan,  etc.,  all  culminating 


To  one  who  observes  the  trend  of  thinking  and 
of  writing  among  Baptists  there  are  gratifying 
evidences  of  a toni^l  up  of  the  distinctively  de- 
nominational spirit.  It  Is  coming  to  be  un- 
derstood that  loyalty  to  all  the  truth  wfilch  Bap- 
tists hold  does  not  imply  a lack  of  love  for  all 
Christians;  and  is  not  incompatible  with  belief 
in  absolute  freedom  of  conscience  and  of  faith, 
and  investigation  of  the  Bible.  Men  in  places 
of  Influence  have  the  courage  of  their  convic- 
tions and  are  speaking  them  in  boffiuess  and 
in  love. 

There  has  never  been  much  hesitation  among 
the  leaders  among  Southern  Baptists  to  let  the 
world  know  where  they  stand.  To  be  sure, 
some  have  seen  it  to  be  their  duty  to  take  a 
more  aggressive  attitude  than  others,  and  have 
found  a responsive  heart  among  the  masses  of 
the  people,  and  have  done  great  service  to  the 
denomination  and  to  the  world.  But  the  thing 
that  is  most  striking  is  the  change  that  has 
come  into  the  minds  of  our  Northern  contem- 
poraries. There  was  probably  room  for  im- 
provement in  some  of  them;  certainly  a feeling 
among  many  of  our  people  that  the  denomina- 
tional spirit  could  be  improved,  and  probably 
well  Intentioned  efforts  to  Improve  It.  It  is 
a great  pleasure  to  observe  the  new  emphasis 
that  is  being  put  into  the  Baptist  note  by  our 
Northern  brethren.  It  may  not  be  parliamen- 
tary to  call  names,  but  this  is  just  In  the  family 
and  we  don't  have  to  say  “the  gentleman  from 
the  blank."  The  Journal  and  Messenger  has 
always  had  a good  Baptist  taste  to  it.  The 
veteran  editor  was  not  a "Baptist  by  inheri- 
tance” but  from  the  compulsion  of  conviction; 

He  believes  something,  knows  why  and  thinks 
he  Is  under  obligation  to  publish  it.  The 
Watchqjan-Examiner,  since  the  two  papers  com- 
bined ajnd  got  them  an  editor  from  our  part  of 
the  country,  has  braced  up  and  speaks  out  in  a 
most  gratifying!)’  Baptist  fashion.  For  In- 
stance It  says,  "If  our  principles  are  the  teach- 
ings of  the  New  Testament,  it  is  our  duty,  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ  to  teach  these  principles  to  oth- 
ers. If  our  principles  are  not  taught  in  the 
New  Testament,  the  sooner  we  abandon  them 
the  better.”  This  is  a sample  of  what  this 
good  paper  is  giving  its  constituents. 

And  now  the  great  Standard  of  Chicago  fur- 
nishes a platform  for  aggressive  Baptist  teach- 
ing.

For  the  first  three  months  of  this  year  the 
hospital  has  cared  for  seventy-seven  patients, 
rendering  to  them  a total  of  635  days  service 

Only  those  whq  have  opportunity  to  observe 
can  in  any  way  appreciate  the  skillful  planning 
of  our  head-nurse  In  order  to  render  this  amount 
of  servlcei  in  a house  with  only  eight  rooms  for 
patients,  counting  her  own  room,  and  at  the 
same  time  endeavor  not  to  offend  the  sensibil- 
ities of  any. 

Of  the  seventy-nine  patients,  seventeen  eotv 
stitute  the  benevolent  list  to  whom  the  hospital 
rendered  191  days  service  without  any  charge 
and  we  made  special  rates  to  others.  The 
writer  has  met  with  criticisms  from  two  classes 
of  people — -those  who  feel  that  all  of  our  work 
ought  to  be  benevolent,  that  is.  without  charge, 
and  those  who  feel  that  none  of  it  should  be 
without  charge.  We  are  trying  to  do  the  beet 
we  can.  So  far  as  those  working  in  the  hos- 
pital are  concerned,  we  are  glad  to  care  for  as 
many  as  we  can  who  need  treatment  and  are 
not  able  to  pay.  We  believe  it  ia  the  Master's 
will.  In  addition  to  what  the  hospital  has 
done  along  this  line,  the  benevolent  work  done 
by  the  ten  or  more  physicians  who  hare  treated 
patients  here,  at  a very  conservative  estimate 


in  answer  to  the  question.  "What  shall  we 
do?”  asked  a few  weeks  ago,  we  have  gotten 
some  excellent  replies.  One  sister  of  limited 
income  sent  her  check  for  $15.  Unity  and 
Providence  churches,  near  Duck  Hill,  were  led 
through  another  Interested  sister  to  send  $15 
and  a box  of  provisions,  and  this  same  sister 
has  volunteered  to  continue  the  good  work.

' Mr.  Catto  told  of  the  great  need  of  Christ  In 
Japan.  How  the  hope  of  the  future  was  hid- 
den in  the  lives  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  and 
colleges.  They  are  a progressive  people.  Their 
minds  are  turning  toward  materialism.  They 
are  standing  on  the  border  land,  groping  in 
darkness.  Shall  we  sit  Idly  down  and  see 
them  die  without  having  heard  of  our  God  be- 
cause we  have  not  done  our  part?  Miss  Alex- 
ander. a returned  missionary  from  Japan,  made 
an  appeal  for  the  women  and  children  of  Japan. 
They  need  what  they  do  not  get  from  the  gov- 
ernment schools.  It*  we  win  the  children  of 
Japan  for  Christ  we  can  win  Japan.  These  are 
the  messages  the  Japanese  sent  us,  "Come  over 
and  help  us,"  “The  King’s  business  requires 
haste." 

Mr.  Mott  told  how  the  doors  In  the  non- 
Christian  world  are  open  wide  to  receive  the 
great  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  time  in 
which  we  are  living  is  the  most  dangerous. 
“Millions  are  choosing  their  destiny.  Shall  we 
make  it  Christ?” 

Mr.  William  J.  Bryan  presented  America  as 
the  home  base.  He  emphasised  the  thought  if 
we  are  to  evangelise  the  world,  we  must  first 
evangelise  America.  "Are  we  lifting  men  up 
to  Christianity,  or,  are  we  going  to  take  Chris- 
tianity down  to  men?” 

The  Importance  of  "The  Message”  and  “The 
Messenger,”  was  given  by  Dr.  Horton  and  Mr. 
Robert  E.  Speer.  Our  message  must  come  from 
God.  John  says,  “If  we  ask,  God  will  give." 
We  must  first  have  the  desire  to  be  filled.  This 
desire  cannot  be  gratified  except  our  hearts  be 
clean.  We  must  enter  by  the  way  of  the  cross. 
We  receive  little  from  God  because  our  faith  is 
small.  We,  as  messengers,  must  have  the 
realization  of  Christ's  presence.  It  is  neces- 
sary that  the  messenger  should  be  in  the  mes- 
sage and  that  the  message  be  in  him.  We 
must  know  the  message.  Our  lives  must  speak 
for  Christ  wherever  we  go.  God  does  not  de- 
mand anything  of  us  that  He  is  not  able  to 
give.  The  only  thing  that  makes  us  equal  to 
this  task  is  the  love  of  Christ  in  our  lives.  We 
are  responsible  for  every  opportunity  that  has 
come  to  us.  Those  who  do  not  go  alone  with 
God  each  day  mlss>Hls  will  in  reference  to  find- 
ing His  will.  We  cannot  grow  in  Christ’s  like- 
ness unless  we  seek  His  presence.  "Take  time 
to  believe,  for  the  fire  to  kindle  and  burn,  and 
to  assimilate  His  truth.” 

The  farewell  meeting  was  most  Impressive. 
There  was  a feeling  of  awe  when  the  volunteers 
who  expect  to  sail  to  their  fields  within  the  next 
twelve  months,  stood  while  they  were  commend- 
ed to  God  in  prayer.  While  they  were  stand- 
ing the  quartet  sang  "8peed  away." 

The  key  note  of  the  convention  was  interces- 
sory prayer  and  preparation. 

Leadership  puts  a peculiar  strain  upon  our 
intellectual  equipment.  Men  must  be  men. 
women  must  be  women;  we  must  be  the  best 
God  can  make.  Some  of  our  workers  are 
crippled  because  they  lack  proper  training.  We 
must  know  the  political,  social  and  religious 
conditions  of  the  field  on  which  we  are  to  work, 
we  must  know  them  If  we  love  them.  If  we 
are  to  gain  them  for  Christ,  they  must  become 
a part  of  our  lives.  Our  aim  in  life  is  to  win 
souls.  We  gain  virtue  by  doing  the  acts.  “We 
learn  to  win  souls  by  winning  souls.” 

The  watchword  of  the  convention  was,  “The 
world  for  Christ : in  this  generation.”  Are  we 
doing  our  part?

Tlie  Student  Volunteer  Convention. 

No  one  who  bad  the  privilege  of  Attending 
any  of  its  sessions  could  fall  to  be  impressed 
with  the  coto vention  as  a whole.  It  is  very 
bard  to  express  the  impressions  one  gets  at  a 
spiritual  gathering  like  this. 

There  were  about  five  thousand'  delegates  at 
this  convention.  Men  and  women  students, 
professors,  missionaries  returned  and  misslon- 
arles-elect,  laymen,  ministers,  Japanese,  Afri- 
cans, Chinese,  Indians.  Syrians,  and  Europeans. 
They  came  from  every  section  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Seven  hundred  pnd  fifty 
five  institutions  were  represented.  T|ey  came 
to  plan  and  receive  inspiration  for  the  iconquest 
of  the  world  for  Christ.  We  were  there  on 
business  for  the  King.  The  addresses  we 

h«ard  will  be  remembered  as  long  as  [we  live. 
We  were  made  to  see  a whole  world  problem 
instead  of  a small  section.  The  Challenge 
came  for  us  to  come  out  of  self,  for  tpe  world 
ahd  for  God.  We  felt  as  one  about  pur  Mas- 
ter's business.  The  afternoons  were  given  up 
to  conferences  on  the  different  phases  of  the 
work. 

We  never  knew  who  would  speak  at  the  next 
meeting,  but  the  interest  was  just  as  great;  each 
delegate  bad  gotten  the  spirit  bf  the  convention, 
each  person  present  knew  God  was  speaking  di- 
rectly to  him. 

Dr.  Watson  and  Dr.  7.wemer  presented  the 
challenge  of  the  Moslem  world,  "For  [the  first 
time  in  history  the  whole  of  Christendom  faces 
the  whole  of  Mohammedanism  in  the  open.” 
Think  of  the  millions  in  Africa.  Indil,  Japan, 
and  China,  who  are  under  this  influence!

mission 


On  the  day  of  Pentecost  they  be- 
came fully  qualified,  by  the  outpour- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit,  for  rightly  un- 
derstanding and  correctly  executing 
their  Lord’s  will. 

The  extraordinary  circumstances 
on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  occasioned 
many  Jews  congregating  where  the 
apostles  and  disciples  met,  at  which 
time  Peter  opened  to  the  Jews  the 
gospel  system  of  salvation.  Three 
thousand  felt  the  force  of  truth,  and 
confessed  themselves  convinced  of 
the  dignity  and  authority  of  Christ 
as  the  Messiah;  and  as  a proof  of 
their  sincerity.  and  the  submissive 
state  of  their  minds  to  his  commands 
they  arose,  were  baptized,  and  the 
same  day  were  added  unto  the 
church.  Further,  as  a proof  of 
their  obedience,  and  the  necessity  of 
financing  God’s  kingdom  they  sold 
ail  of  th^lr  possessions  and  goods. 


who  came  upon  the  approach  of  Hla 
thirtieth  year,  as  a candidate) for  bap- 
tism. John  hesitated  at  tliis  for  a 
moment,  but  vhqn  he  understood 
that  thje  ordinance  constituted  a part 
of  the  righteousness  of  the  new  dis- 
pensation, they  both  descended  into 
the  river  Jordi  n and  John  became 
the  administrat  »r.  Jesus  aind  John 
exercised  their  ministry  for  a short 
time  to  the  sane  people,  and  during 
that  period  great  multitudes  became 
submissive  to  the  word  of  Gojl.  Great 
numbers  that  were  deaf  and  dumb, 
sifk  and  suffering  were  brought  to 
Jesus  and  healed.  Those  possessing 
evil  spirits,  spirits  of  infirmity,  and 
demons  of  the  < evil  were  brought  to 
Jesus  and  healel,  and  made  to  walk 
in  newness  of  life. 

It  had  been  predicted,  ray  friends, 
that  John  shoul  1 make  ready  a peo- 
ple for  the  Lord.  The  Savior  de- 
clared him  as  the  harbingei*  of  the 
new  dispensation,  and  that  lie  min- 
istry had  virtually  terminated  the 
law  and  the  proihets  (Luke  kv!:16), 
and  commenced  the  gospel  kingdom 
(Mark  1:1).  The  instructions  given 
by  John  to  those  persons  wlji.om  the 
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selected 

Stephen,  a man  full  of  faith  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  Philip  the  evangelist, 
Prochorus,  Nicanor,  Timon,  Par- 
menas,  and  Nicolas  a proselyte  of 
Antioch.  The  disciples  carried  the 
seven  chosen  men  before  the  apos- 
tles, and  after  they  were  ordained, 
they  were  sent  forth  to  distribute 
the  alms,  arfd  preach  the  gospel  of 
the  whole  church  to  the  widows  and 
poorer  sort  of  believers. 

Stephen,  the  first  of  Christian  dea- 
cons. the  first  of  Christian  martyrs, 
taught  with  such  force  of  evidence. 
In  his  public  preaching  that  the  en- 
emies of  the  gospel,  the  Cyrenians, 
/lexandrians  and  Cillcians  of  Asia. 
Incapable  of  repelling  conviction,  re- 
solved on  his  death.  A severe  per- 
secution followed  in  which  many  of 
th->  disciples  were  driven  out  of  Je- 
»alem  into  the  surrounding  cities 
and  provinces.  These  cruel  pro- 
14  eolngs  against  the  rhurgh  of  Christ 
were  strongly  supported  by  one  Saul 
of  Tarsus,  who  afterwards,  while  on  a 
Journey  for  this  express  purpose,  was 
arrested  by  divine  Interposition  when 
near  Damascus,  and  became  an  em- 
inent disciple  and  apostle.  In  these 
scattered  conditions  the  disciples 
went  everywhere  preaching  the  word.  \ 
Thclr^f forts  were  attended  with  re- 
markable success.  From  their  la- 
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churches  of  Judea.  Galilee,  and  Sa- 
maria, and  it  came  to  pass  as  he 
passed  throughout  all  quarters,  he 
came  down  to  the  saints  that  dwelt 
at  Lydda.  While  here,  he  found 
Aeneas,  a man  thaf  has  been  in  the 
bed  for  eight  years  with  the  palsy. 
He  said  unto  him.  "Aeneas.  Jesus 
Christ  maketh  thee  whole:  arise,  and 
make  thy  bed.  . And  he  arose  Im- 
mediately." “And  all  that  dwelt  at 
Lydda,  and  Saron  saw  him,  and  turn- 
ed to  the  Lord."  He  passed  into 
Joppa,  and  raised  a certain  disciple 
named  Tabitha  or  Dorcas  from  the

with  Barnabas  to  Derbe. 

In  those  days  there  came  certain 
Judaizlng  Christians  from  the  land 
of  Judea,  to  Antioch,  declaring  that 
the  Gentiles  should  be  circumcised 
after  the  manner  of  Moses.  When 
Paul  and  Barnabas  'beard  of  these 
proceedings,  they  returned  to  Jeru- 
salem, by  way  of  Pheniee  and  Sa- 
maria, declaring  the  conversion  of 
the  Gentiles.  After  thev  had  tar- 


all  of  his  household  were  converted, 
and  also  baptized.  In  order  to  con- 
tinue his  missionary  activities,  he 
passed  through  Amphipolis  to  Thee- 
salonica.  Here  he  found  a Jewish 
synagogue,  and  preached  for  three 
Sabbath  days.

Here  he  preached 
the  gospel  for  one  y«fcr  and  six 
months,  and  wrote  his  epistle  to  the 
Theasalonians.  Departing  from 
Thessalonlca,  he  came  to  Ephesus, 


Crispins  Cor- 
nelius the  Gentile.  When  the  church 
at  Jerusalem  received  the  glad  tid- 
ings. they  sent  .<  forth  Barnabas  to 
Antioch.  He  came  by  way  of  Tar- 
sus to  seek  Saul,, and  when  he  had 
found  him,  he  carried  him  unto  An- 
tioch. "It  came  to  pass,  that  they, 
for  „a  whole  year  assembled  them- 
selves with  the  church,  and  taught 
many  people."  - At  the  close  of  this

Christian  faith  in  Seleurla,  Cyprus, 
and  other  places.  They  had  also 
(John,  whose  surname  Is  Mark  in 
their  ministry.  At  Paphos,  they 
preached  the  gospel  to  Sergius,  Paul- 
us,  the  governor  of  that  country,  and 
as  Elymas,  the  sorcerer,  endeavored 
to  turn  Sergius  from  the  faith  was 
struck  blind  by  Saul.

others. 


Some  days  afterwards,  Paul 
and  Barnabas  fell  at  strife,  and  de- 
parted asunder  one  from  the  other.
